Mixed Farming Is of 
Great Aid to Alberta 


This year Alberta farmers produced 
the largest crop in the history of the 
province. The total production of all 
grains has been estimated by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Statistics at 447 mil- 
lion bushels, of which 185 million are 
wheat and 255 million oats and barley, 
the balance being flax and rye. 

The season Was an unsually wet one 
and it was this exceptional precipita- 
tion which brought about the large 
yields. But the rains did not stop 
with the end of the growing season. 
They continued into the fall, delaying 
harvesting operations. It is estimated 
that at least one-quarter of the crop 
remains to be threshed. 

The extra large production of grain 
crops has created serious problem 
for the farmers. The most important
